True, only four or five counties 
in the Deep South have publicly 
brought the issues to the fore. But 
these have been so unconscionable 
and so discriminatory as to make 
a mockery of the state laws. 


Chief among them, and setting 
a pattern for such thumbing of 
noses at state laws, is the Ala- 
bama case where a defiant board 
of registrars ruled Tuskegee Uni- 
versity professors, holding doc- 
tor’s and master’s degrees, to be 
too illiterate to vote. Consequently, 
in other states public school 
teachers were excluded. 


Stupid Action 


It is well known that privately 
the more responsible Deep South 
senators have spoken harshly of 
this, and other such grossly stupid 
actions by registrars. But such is 
the politics of their times and 
their states they have not done 
so publicly, Hence, they. are vul- 
nerable in debate and can only 
say that such flagrant abuses have 
been reported in only four or five 
counties. But that there are coun- 
ties in’ which it is neither wise 
nor healthy to make protests can- 
not be denied. 


Nor is this all. In the Deep 
Seuth states there have been state 
judges who, even though there 
was no case before them, spoke 
out defiantly against the U.S. Su- 
preme Court decisions in 
school ‘and 
openly declaring they, as _ state 
judges, would ignore the U.S, de- 
cision. 


Presumably they do. so to 
strengthen their local political 
fences. But that they also thereby 
depreciate and cheapen state law, 
do damage to the prestige of state 
courts, and weaken the position 
of their congressional delegations 
is inescapable. 


The senators 
rights legislation have not over- 
looked these incidents. They have 
been presented on the floor. And 
those Southern senators in opposi- 
tion to the legislation have there- 
by been grievously handicapped, 
a fact which they privately and 
ruefully acknowledge. Local dis- 
crimination, by creating martyrs, 
has -given emotional support to 
the civil rights legislation. 


Demand Created 


That discriminations, so fla- 
grant as that in the Tuskegee 
case, have created a demand for 
such legislation is undenied. Nor 
can this pressure be dismissed as 
politics.in an election year. The 
folly of registrars in barring well 
educated, college and public school 
teachers as too illiterate to vote 
has assured the passage of some 
sort of civil rights legislation 
which will be most strong in its 
support of the 15th Amendment 
guarantee of the right to vote. 


On the day the filibuster began 
in the Senate, the U.S. Supreme 
Court unanimously overruled a 
Georgia district court in a case 
charging discrimination by state 
registrars. The decision, based-on 
the unequivocal provisions of the 
15th Amendment, again pointed 
up the damage done by those per- 
sons who blinded the eyes of .the 
Southern people seeking, earnestly 
to know their true situation, by 
proclaiming state sovereignty. 
Some called it interposition. Many 
persons, honestly dissenting from 
the Supreme Court’s decision, have 
been persuaded by those proclaim- 
ing the myth of state sovereignty 
to extreme words and actions. 


It is a fact unpleasant to many. | 


But if we are to live under 
the laws of our country it is 
necessary to understand that’ in 
“any case where the state law con- 
flicts with the federal, the national 
law is supreme. The interpreta- 
tions of the Constitution by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, when they 
become part of a court order, are 
in fact the law of the land. And 
in no case can a state law, in 
conflict with a federal law, have 
primacy,

State agents: have been con- 
ducting a three-week undercover 
probe of dry-county liquor sales 
which will lead to citation of five 
wholesalers and 31 retailers, Rev- 
enue Commissioner Dixon Oxford 
announced Monday. 


Names of those to be cited were 
not immediately made available, 
Oxford said’. dealers ‘themselves 
did not know yet that their op- 
erations had been penetrated. 

Citations will be issued within 
the week. Those found guilty 
face possible loss of licenses. 

Oxford said he was concerned 
only with the liquor dealers’ li- 
censes. Criminal prosecutions, . if 
any, will be handled by local 
courts. 


The five wholesalers are in the 
area from Macon north, which 
Oxford said is the area of the 
biggest dry county. operations. 


The retailers come from all 
over the state. They probably 
will be charged with selling more | 
than the legal two-quart-per-cus- 
tomer limit.

HELSINKI, Finland (UPI)—A 
tremendous explosion, possibly in 
a Soviet missile stockpile, rocked 
a Russian military base near the 
Finnish border on Feb. 2, reliable 
sources said here Monday.

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U.S. Court Rejects 
State’s Vote Case 


At about the same hour that Sen. Rus- 
sell launched the Deep South's filibuster 
against all civil rights measures before 
Congress, the U.S. Supreme Court unani- 
mously overruled a decision by Federal 
District Judge T. Hoyt Davis of Macon 
in a case involving registrars in Terrell 
County. 

Judge Davis was not only unani- 
mously reversed but in effect was 
strongly rebuked by the court. The opin- 
ion held that he had seemed to recognize 
that the government charged a violation 
of the 15th Amendment and of the civil 
rights statute and that the statute, if ap- 
plicable only to this class of cases, un- 
questionably would be valid legislation 
under the 15th Amendment. 

“We think,” said the judges, “that the 

court (Judge Davis) should have gone no 
further and should have upheld the act 
as applied in the present action and that 
its dismissal of the complaint was in er- 
ror.” 
Attorney Charles Bloch, who argued 
the case for the registrars, had presented 
it as a states rights matter, saying the 
state’s laws had been applied. The gov- 
ernment had complained that voting reg- 
istrars in Terrell had _ discriminated 
against qualified voters. Four of those 
disqualified on illiteracy grounds, said 
the attorney general, were public school 
teachers. . 

The Terrell County case and that of 
Tuskegee, Ala., have greatly weakened 
the South’s argument that state laws 
protect voting rights. The trouble is that 
a number of Deep South counties, four 
notoriously so, have refused to provide 
protection under state laws. Some state 
judges have spoken out publicly in de- 
fiance of Supreme Court rulings. All this 
has handicapped Southerners resisting 
federal legislation.

GEA Is Not Unaware 
Of Public School Crisis 


The embattled and powerful Georgia 
Education Assn. is showing an increasing 
awareness that some if not all public 
schools probably will be. closed in the 
impending school crisis. In that event, the 
role the association plays very well may 
determine the future of public education 
itself, 

Frank M. Hughes, executive secretary 
of the GEA, told a television audience on 
The Constitution’s Press Gallery Sunday 
that when the closing crisis comes, the 
organization would move to support “free, 
public, tax-supported schools.” 

Many people will question this “wait- 
an.l-see” attitude as a negative approach 
which invites the anticipated result. On 
the other hand, there is the advice of 
those—notably from Little Rock—that 
only through closing the schools can the 
full consequences of total resistance be 
demonstrated, 

At any rate, it is.encouraging to have 

this: reassurance that the” GEA will be 
active on the side of preserving public 
education. 
' The extent of. power of the schools, 
teachers and administrators can be 
gauged from the fact that almost a third 
of the total population directly is con- 
cerned with education. There are almost 
a million students, more than 40,000 
teachers, 6,000 bus drivers and about 17,- 
000 other school employes. They indeed 
could create the political revolution 
about which State Board of Education 
Chairman James S. Peters has warned 
and in which he now has been joined by 
Mr. Hughes. 

The biggest business in Georgia will 
not close up shop permanently and those 
who think it can be done will find quite a 
surprise in store. That’s the message Mr. 
Peters and Mr. Hughes are trying to get 
across. It is tragic that the crisis itself 
must be awaited to prove their point.

America Must Halt Drift 


Toward Secondary Power 


Partisan though it has. been in some of its overtones, the defense 
debate has already made one uncomfortable fact clear. The United 
States is definitely entering a period in which our military power 
relative to that of the Soviets will be declining: 


Whether our inferiority in mis- 
sile capability. is to be 2-to-1, 
3-to-1 or 6-to-1, no amount of ad- 
ministration soothsaying can con- 
ceal the fact that at the pres- 


ent pace of military effort there 


‘will be inferiority. The inescap- 
able conclusion, in the opinion of 
the Post - Dispatch, is that the 
present pace of military effort 
must be changed. 

We do not believe this because 
of any fear that a world nuclear 
war is: about to break out. On 
the contrary the prospects of 


peace seem to have improved 
markedly. 
Nor do we .believe the arms 


race in itself to be a desirable 
state of affairs. On the contrary, 
‘there ‘is only one rational long- 
range solution to the problem of 


the 20th century world and that 


is controlled, inspected,- safe- 
guarded, universal disarmament. 
The effort to negotiate a disarma- 
ment treaty should have the high- 
est priority in American diplo- 
macy. 5 

- Yet even though a deliberately 


‘planned world war is. not in pros- 


pect and even though disarma- 
ment ought to be the primary 
goal of American policy, the hard,, 
inescapable fact remains that as 
the leader of the Western alli- 
ance this nation cannot afford to 
accept’ a_ place of inferior 


strength in today's world. Though : 


} : 
, 
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we should seek the internation- 
al control of power, we cannot 
unilaterally renounce power. So 
long as the world contains in hos- 
tile hands any national concen- 
tration of military capability, we 
must be able to match it. To do 
otherwise would be: to gamble 
dangerously with our security and 
that of the free world. Without 
parity at least, we run unaceept- 
able risks of a great war touched 
off by miscalculation, of a great 
war growing from a little war, of 
diplomatic blackmail or progres- 
sive erosion, of our. world po- 
sition. 

The problem is not all military 
by any means. Our coming in- 
feriority in armed power is only 
one expression of a general drift 
toward secondary rank in many 
fields in’ space exploration, 
education, dedication to social 
ends, leadership of the underdevel- 
oped nations. We must halt the 
drift all along the line. 

In the military sphere, precious 
time has already been lost and 
some of it- cannot be regained. 
But the pace of our effort can be 
increased and it should be. The

be increased and it should be. 
Waste can be eliminated in the 
defense establishment to make 
way for a greater concentration 
upon essentials arid it should be.

WASHINGTON—The central conviction of 
the young Soviet defector, Alexander Kazna- 
cheyev—a conviction that muns counter to most 
Western opinion—is that the Khrushchev regime 


faces a continuing 


crisis at home, that Khrushchev’s successor will be forced to 
‘liberalize’ the regime still further and that this trend cannot be 


reversed. 
This column has recently quot- 


ed Kaznacheyev at length, not be- 
cause we uncritically accept his 
view of the shape of events to 
come but because we felt he had 
credentials to expound an opinion 
worth examining and because he 
has had firsthand contact 
what is going on inside the Soviet 
Union.

As a result of this interview 


with Kaznacheyev, I have been 
inundated with 
against being misled by an over- 
rosy expectation of a continuous 
softening of the Soviet dictator- 
ship.

To Be Hallowed 


What, is' the greatest word in 


life? St. Paul spoke of faith and hope but con- 


gime is weaker than its prede- 
cessors because it has made con- 
cessions to popular demand for a 
less oppressive regime and that 
as it permits a better standard of 
living for more of the Russian 
people, the demand for further 
concessions will grow, not abate. 


Kaznacheyev seemed to me to 
be speaking from observation, not 
as a philosopher of revolutions. 
But the students of the psychol- 
ogy of revolutions bear him out. 
For example, Eric Hoffer in “‘The 
True Believer,’’ published by Har- 
per in 1951, points out that, histor- 
ically, abject misery has not been 
the seedbed of revolution but 
that only as misery Is appreciably 
relieved does it demand change. 


Hoffer looks at both the French 
‘and Soviet revolutions and draws 
this interesting conclusion: 

“In both France and Russia the 
land-hungry ‘peasants owned al- 
most exactly one-third of the ag- 
ricultural land at the outbréak of 
the revolution and most of that 
land was acquired during the gen- 
eration or two preceding the rev- 
olution. «. . It is: not actual suf- 
fering but the taste of . better 
things which excites people to re- 
volt. . . . The most dangerous 
moment for the regime of the 
Politburo will be when a consid- 
erable improvement. in the eco- 
nomic conditions of the Russian 
masses has been achieved and 
the iron totalitarian rule some- 
what relaxed.”’

LONDON (AP) — Foreign Sec- 
retary Selwyn Lloyd Monday 
backed Bonn’s desire for military 
facilities outside West German 
territory, provided such installa- 
tions are on NATO soil. 


He sought in the House of Com- 
mons to calm a storm which blew 
up in Britain last week after the 
disclosure that West Germany 
had tried to establish bases in 
Spain, not a member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


Lloyd disagreed sharply with a 
Laborite charge that a West Ger- 
man company is producing guided 
missiles at a steel factory in Bil- 
bao, Spain. He said the steel fac- 
tory “has nothing to do with arms 
production.” 

BACKS BONN 

Lord Lansdowne, wundersecre- 
tary for foreign affairs, also sup- 
ported Bonn. in the House . of 
Lords. Lansdowne and _ Lloyd 
faced a barrage of Laborife 
questions. 


Lieyd repeated that he thought ‘ 


it unwise for the West Germans 
to go outside NATO for military 
facilities. But he welcomed Ger- 
man Chancellor Adenauer’s assur- 
ances that the matter would. be 
pursued only in agreement. with 
the North Atlantic Council.

Recently a pilot 
who was not properly trained 
came down in Czechoslovakia. One 
could think of the dangers which 
could arise from that sort of 
thing.”’ 


Bonn also has explained that 
much West German territory for 
training already is being used by 
American, British, ‘and French 
units stationed there.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— Chair- 
man Earl] W. Kintner of the Fed- 
eral ‘Trade Commission (FTC) 
warned broadcasters’ Monday it 
would be a mistake to view the 
industry’s troubles as a “‘little 
storm” which soon will blow 
over. 

He told a meeting of CBS-tele- 
vision network executives, “The 
rigged quiz shows and the payola 
scandals ... started out as a little 
storm, but it hasn't gone away 
and it’s no longer little. 

“The highly publicized television 
scandals,” he said, ‘“‘would have 
had little effect had not the seeds 


of indignation fallen onto such fer- 
tile soil as was provided by TV

Price Fixes 


Unilateral Action 
By Factory Is Hit

WASHINGTON—A manufactur- 
er’s rights to fix the retail price 
of his product and then enforce 
that price was sharply restricted 
by the Supreme Court Monday in 
an important anti-trust decision. 


By a vote of 6 to 3, the court 
held that Parke, Davis & Com- 
pany violated the Sherman anti- 
trust act when it attempted, in 
1956, to maintain fixed retail 
prices for its drugs in Richmond, 
Va., and the District of Columbia. 


REPRESENTS MAJORITY 


Justice William J. Brennan, 
writing for the majority, was 
joined by Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren and Justices Hugo L. Black, 
William O. Douglas and Tom C, 
Clark. Justice Potter Stewart con- 
curred in the result. 


The three dissenters said the 
court had made a vital change in 
anti-trust law by killing a doc- 
trine first established in 1919 in 
the United States vs. Colgate 
case. 


The Colgate case held that the 
Sherman act left manufacturers 
free to choose customers. Thus it 
was legal, the court said, for a 
company unilaterally to announce 
retail prices and to Tefuse to sell 
to dealers who would not abide 
by them. 


The Colgate doctrine was 
limited to unilaterial retail price- 
fixing. It did not cover contracts 
or agreements between manufac- 
turers and wholesalers or re- 
tailers to maintain resale prices. 


RESALE AGREEMENTS 


Subsequently, Congress enacted 
statutes permitting such resale 
price maintenance by agreement 
wherever legal under so-called 
fair trade laws. 


But in’ a growing number of 
states. now about 16, fair trade 
laws have been held invalid. In 
some others and the District of 
Columbia there have been no fair 
trade laws. In these areas man- 
ufacturers desiring to fix retail 
prices have had to rely on unilat- 
eral action’ under the Colgate 
doctrine, and Monday’s decision 
is significant in these areas.

Similar feelings show up in the 
other riverside counties,  al- 
though none of them have even 
reached the rumor stage of new 
industrial development: 


No one seems to expect the 
river will deliver new industrial 
results overnight, but by the same 
token few doubt’ that the 
prospects will ripen. within the 
next decade or two. 


And when they do, basic indus- 
tries that locate: along the. river 
are likely to bring with them a 
variety of smaller satellite indus- 
tries that supply and are supplied 
by the big plant. These smaller 
plants are considered the best 
prospects for inland counties ad- 
jacent to the riverside counties, 
since the satellites often avoid 
the immediate locale .of basic in- 
dustries in favor of less developed 
and therefore less costly places in 
which to produce goods.

A Future Doctor’s Wife Learns the Ropes

Training to be a doctor, the 
longest haul in American edu- 
cation with the internships and 
residencies, is a hard, but re- 
warding, job for the medical 
student’s wife. 


Medical school leaders agree 
that the long training period, 
often as much as eight years 
after college, can create ex- 
treme marriage problems. But 
if the couple can survive the 
hardships, the wives say the 
experience is worth it. 


‘Being able to sacrifice as 
a means to an end puts your 
marriage: on a firm founda- 
tion,”’ declares Mrs. William 
whose husband 
is a first-year resident. at 
Grady Memorial Hospital. 


‘The most exciting part’ of 
being a future doctor’s wife, 
she said, “is that you're part 
of it. The wives. don’t say ‘He's 
a sophomore in med _ school,’ 
but ‘we’re juniors this year,’ 
and ‘we're doing our intern- 
ship this year’.”’ 


Being married while the doc- 
tor-to-be is going through the 
long preliminary grind is a 
good education for the wife, 
too, contends Mrs. McDougall. 


MORE TOLERANT 


‘You learn to be more tol- 
erant of the odd hours and the 
strain you can expect in the 
future if the wife goes through 
it with her husband,’’ Mrs. Mc- 
Dougall said. 


Med students’ wives, like 
those of many university stu- 
dents, work to help put their 
husbands through school. Mrs. 
Robert Chambers, wife of a 
Emory University Medical 
School student, is a secretary 
for the board of regents. 


Finances, a problem for most 
young marrieds, can seldom be 
handled by the wife’s pay check 
alone, however. Some med stu- 
dents work part-time and go to 
school, others receive help from 
parents, and some at Emory, 
like the Chamberses, are mem- 
bers of the Senior Medical Stu- 
dent Program. 


“Bob is an ensign in the 
Navy and is paid an ensign’s 
salary. We're trying to save 
most of that money for his in- 
ternship, but we couldn’t get by 
on our own without it,’’ Mrs. 
Chambers said. 


The Chambers were married 
while both were a school at 
Emory (Mrs. Chambers grad- 
uated last year after majoring 
in history), so she understands 
how important study is for her 
husband. 

ENJOYS READING 

“IT enjoy reading, and have 
plenty to do around the house 
to keep from disturbing him 
while he’s’ studying,’”’ -Mrs.
